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The Long Road Back 


During the war years the growth of the telephone systems of North 
America was restricted by Government order so that materials, labor and 
manufacturing facilities could be diverted to war purposes. This policy con- 
tributed greatly to the war effort, but naturally resulted in thousands of 
people being unable to get telephone service. At the time of writing, there 
are over two million names on the waiting lists for telephone service in 


North America. 


Now the factories are changing back to peace-time production, and the 
huge job of catching up with telephone demands has begun. The products 
of the factories are being apportioned among the telephone systems of the 
continent. We are getting our share of telephones, wire, cables, switch- 
boards, automatic equipment, and so forth, but it will be many months before 
factory deliveries enable us to make telephone installations on a normal basis.

War's End Brings Record Long Distance

day, August 14, brought Se quiay 
the heaviest long distance traftic 
load in the British Columbia Tele- 
phone Company’s history. 


Long distance calls, originating 
in our system, that were handled 
that day totalled 18,595, of which 
14,292 were completed. In Van- 
couver alone, 5,970 calls were 
handled, 4,298 completed. These 
figures, of course, do not include 
the vast number of calls to B. C. 
points from outside our system, of 
which we have no record, but 
which add greatly to the number 
of calls handled. 


It is impossible to estimate the 
load of local calls on August 14, 
but circuits were swamped soon 
after word of the war’s end came 
through. In Vancouver, for ex- 
ample, it was like New Year’s 
Eve, with switchboards lighting 
up like Christmas trees for a 15- 
minute period. ‘The heavy load continued for 
an hour, Then the flood of calls tapered off. 


The traditional “spirit of service” of oper- 
ators was again to the front, many who were 
off duty speeding to the telephone offices to 
help cope with the load. 


As the local calls diminished, the long dis- 
tance calls increased. Telephone lines were 
jammed all over the North American con- 
tinent. Even on calls within B. C., there 
were delays as long as two hours. At 9 p.m. 
the lines south of Seattle were so jammed 
that calls originating in Vancouver for Cali- 
fornia points were not accepted.

The normal process of providing telephone 
cables to serve newly developed residential 
sections stopped during the war because of 
government restrictions. Now we are busy 
with the big job of catching up. We have 
received 10 carloads of cable this year and 
have a lot more on order. But the factories 
are deluged with orders and so we can’t 
get our supplies as fast as we wish. 
Another big bottleneck is the shortage of 
central office equipment. We are making 
progress but there will be waiting lists for 


many months yet.

At the present time we are very short of 
what is known as “drop wire’, used between 
the subscribers’ premises and the poles. 


We have had deliveries of several switch- 
board additions, and these are now being in- 
stalled in a number of central offices through- 
out our territory. We have many more addi- 
tions to switchboards and automatic equip- 
ment on order, and most of the delivery dates 
are in 1946 and 1947. While we are con- 
stantly trying to get earlier delivery dates 
from the factories, we do not know whether 
we will succeed. 


Switchboards and automatic apparatus are 
very intricate and take months to build; then 
it requires months to install them after they 
reach British Columbia. 


We can at last see daylight ahead, but wait- 
ing lists for non-essential residence service 
will exist for many months yet, it is feared. 


Some exchanges are expected to fare better 
than others, because some will get their re- 
quired equipment quicker than others.

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Death Removes Ernest F. Helliwell 


RNEST FRANK HELLIWELL, aged 

66 years, retired general commercial 

superintendent of the British Columbia 
Telephone Company, died on August 1+ after 
a lengthy illness. He was an executive of 
the company for 380 years, during 24 of 
which he served as general commercial super- 
intendent. He retired on pension on Novem- 
ber 30, 1943. 

Funeral services were held at 1.30 p.m., 
Friday, August 17, at the Center & Hanna 
Chapel, where a large group of executives 
and employees gathered to pay final tribute. 
Rey. N. D. B. Larmonth officiated, and inter- 
ment was in the family plot in Mountain View 
Cemetery. 

Ernest Frank Helliwell—‘“E. F.", as he 
was generally known—was born in Toronto, 
and it was in Toronto that he got his first job 
when he was 17, as cashier in a wholesale and 
retail hardware establishment. To bolster his 
health, he moved to 
the Minnesota woods, 
where he worked in a 
logging camp for six 
years. 

He came out to the 
coast, and arrived in 
Vancouver on January 
15, 1907. He held a 
number of posts in 
Vancouver, prior to 
joining the B. C, 'Tele- 
phone Company on 
September 1, 1913, as 
assistant secretary- 
treasurer. He became 
general commercial 
superintendent in 1919. 

In October of 1913, 
Mr. Helliwell married 
Miss Nora Geraldine 
Thomson, of Vancou- 
ver, who died in August, 
1931. He remarried in 
November, 1933. The 
present Mrs. Helliwell 
is the former Miss 
Kathleen S. Perrin, 
who was the company’s 
health supervisor for 
a number of years.

Lewis Grireirn MecPui cies, 
aged 86 years, a Vancouver 
barrister for more than 55 
years, and legal counsel for 
the B. C. Telephone Company 
since its organization early in 
the present century, died on 
September 2. He had not been 
in active practice for a year. 

Born at Richmond Hill, On- 
tario, March 12, 1859, Mr. Mc- 
Phillips was the last surviving 
son of a family of 14. His 
father, the late George Mece- 
Phillips, a surveyor, came from 
Ireland to Toronto while still a 
young man, and later moved to 
Richmond Hill, where he made 
the first survey of what was 
then York. The family later moved to Winni- 
peg, where Lewis G. McPhillips spent most 
of his youth. He was called to the bar of 
Manitoba in 1882. 

In 1888 he moved to Vancouver, and was 
called to the British Columbia bar in the 
spring of 1890. He relinquished active prac- 
tice in the firm of MePhillips and McPhillips 
in the fall of 1944, his partner being a 
nephew, A. deB. MecPhillips, son of the late 
Mr. Justice A. E. MePhillips. 

Lewis G. McPhillips was a former gover- 
nor of the University of British Columbia, 
for some years was a director of St. Paul’s 
Hospital in Vancouver, and was a life gov- 
ernor of Vancouver General Hospital. He 
was a member of Vancouver Club and of the 
Union Club in Victoria, and always took a 
keen interest in civic affairs in both cities. 

The funeral was held on September 5, 
when requiem high mass was celebrated at 
the Church of Our Lady of Perpetual Help, 
with Rey. Father Francis Hill, C.S.S.R., offi- 
ciating. Interment was in the Calvary section 
of Ocean View Burial Park.
